TRANSGENDER EXPERIMENT NIXED 

Our new marketing director, Harry Aames, as 
his first publicity effort, surprised the rest of 
the staff and most importantly Commissioner 
Aspinall by ordering up a special subway car 
for transgender people only on the first subway 
train of the day on Monday. It was placed in 


the middle of that six-car train (of course) and 
had pink and blue seats and interior metalwork. 
According to those at the various stations, the 
car had a sign on the door saying it was just for 
transgender people but, in fact, nobody ever 
saw anybody use it.

At first, Mr. Aspinall 
was outraged at this act of defiance, but then he 
thought it over and realized the passengers had 
unwittingly solved the entire problem and there 
would be no system-wide shutdown.

TOO MUCH LAW 

Long-suffering residents of Montauk found 
themselves faced with an unusual problem over 
the weekend, and many expressed confusion 
about how to handle it. Because of last 
summer’s experience of out-of-control partying 
in the hamlet—with its attendant epidemic 
of public intoxication, public urination, noise 
complaints, and traffic woes—it was decided, 
with enthusiastic support from residents, that 
police would step up enforcement. Accordingly, 
some 60 Hamptons Police officers were stationed 
in and around Montauk last weekend in what 
was planned as a “dry run” for the upcoming 
Memorial Day weekend blitz. 

Of course these officers couldn’t just sit around 
idle, and so they began targeting the motorists 
and pedestrians who were at hand, finding a 
surprisingly high number of violations among 
the year-round inhabitants of the small fishing 
community. As Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch explains, “We found a really 
shocking level of lawlessness among the people 
out there. This has been a real eye-opener for 
us.” Police issued some 236 summonses over 
the course of the weekend, and arrested 17 


individuals. Some residents expressed outrage, 
pointing out that the intention of the stepped- 
up enforcement was to discourage partiers from 
outside, not to entangle locals in the criminal 
justice system. “I feel like we’ve been tricked,” 
said one irate Montauker who preferred to 
remain anonymous. “The idea was to keep 
the weekenders out, but now they’re trying to 
destroy our way of life.” 
Stay tuned for future developments. 


MANNERS COUNT ae 
Officials in Sag Harbor are grappling with 
the legal issues surrounding sidewalk dining 
at restaurants in the village. In response 
to complaints from the public, officials are 
demanding that police be allowed to enforce 
“decorum” among outdoor diners. “In past years 
I’ve been forced to see some disgusting displays 
of slovenly table manners,” said Meg Sanders, 
who spoke at a recent meeting in favor of the 
new regulations. “Elbows on tables, chewing 
with the mouth open, slurping hot beverages, 
scraping forks on the teeth—innocent people 
walking down the sidewalk shouldn’t be forced 
to look at this.” 

Sanders proposed, and officials seemed 
amenable to, a Manners Code for sidewalk 
dining that would allow police to issue tickets 
to diners in violation of a prescribed list of 
minimum table manners requirements. An open 
meeting during which residents may submit 
their own ideas for proscribed table behavior is 
set for June 15. A.

- through some of the old town records at the 


East Hampton Library the other day and it 
struck me how many different jobs existed 
back in the early days of this town, founded 
in 1648. Shepherd. Yes, we had shepherds 
back then. They attended the sheep and 
cattle that were sent out to Montauk to has in 
the summertime. 

Then, | came upon wreckmaster. What the 
heck is a wreckmaster? I happened to be looking 
at the laws published for the year 1909 in the 
State of New York, and here in Article VII was an 
exact description of who the wreckmaster was, 
how he was appointed, what his powers were, 


how he was to be paid and even how he could 


be sued for damages. Being a wreckmaster was 
a New York State government job, a two-year 
appointment, and at the whim of the governor. I 
might add, it was a pretty miserable job, as you 
will soon see. 

For the year 1909, there were three official

-wreckmasters in Brooklyn, two in Westchester, 


12 in Queens, six in Nassau County and 15 in 
Suffolk County. There were so many in Suffolk 
County because, in the State of New York, that 
is where ships wrecked in greater numbers than 
elsewhere. Best to have the most wreckmasters 
on call in that county. 

Here were the duties of the wreckmaster. 

“Wreck-masters in the several counties shall 
give all possible aid and assistance to all vessels 
stranded on the coasts of their respective 
counties, and to the persons on board the same, 
and use their utmost endeavors to save and 
preserve such vessels and their cargoes, and 
all goods and merchandise which may be cast 
by the sea upon the land; and in performance 
of these duties they shall employ such men 
as they may respectively think proper; and all 
magistrates, constables and citizens shall aid 
and assist the wreck-masters, when required in 
the discharge of their duties.” 

In 1909, and for years and years, and even 
centuries, before that, sailing ships wrecked 
on the shoals of eastern Long Island in great 
numbers. They came in (Cont'd on next page) 
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during storms, they misjudged the coastline, 
they broke down, the captain was drunk— 
whatever it was back then, the ship would 
founder and in short order come on the rocks, 
with the cargo often floating ashore. Sometimes 
it was crates of whiskey. Sometimes it was 
furniture. Sometimes it was bolts of fabric. (For 
one 10-year period East Hampton women wore 
dresses made of brightly colored calico after 
one particular shipwreck. You'll read about 
it below.) 

Whatever it was, the local townspeople were 
the first to find out about it, and it was their 
job to report the arrival of the shipwreck to the 
constable and the local lifesaving crews down 
at the beach to rescue those onboard and the 
next thing to be done was to get everybody 
in town down there and haul away as much 


as possible to safety before the wreckmaster . 


could get there. 

This was tempting to do. During the 1850s, for 
example, the wreckmaster paid $10 for anyone 
bringing him news of a shipwreck he’d need to 
attend to. 

“#81. The wreck-masters of every county in 
which any wrecked property shall be found, 
when no owner or other person entitled to 
the possession of such property shall appear, 
shall severally take all necessary measures 
for saving and securing such property; take 
possession thereof, in whose hands soever the 
same may be, in the name of the people of the 
state; cause the value thereof to be appraised 
by disinterested persons, and keep the same 
in some safe place to answer the claims of the

persons entitled thereto.” . 

Somehow, from today’s perspective, | am > 
imagining a man with a badge sitting at a desk 
in an office in Southampton or Sag Harbor and 
the phone rings and he says “Hello” and then 
“lll be right down there,” and then he heads out

the door. But this was long before telephones. 
“#8. All sheriffs, coroners and wreck-masters 
and all persons employed by them and all other 
persons aiding and assisting in the recovery . 
and preservation of wrecked property, shall be 
entitled to a reasonable allowance as salvage 


for their services, and to all expenses incurred . - 


by them in the performance of such services, 
out of the property saved...and the salvage 
claimed in any case shall not exceed one-half of 
the value of the property or proceeds.” 

What if the person who was to receive the 
cargo didn’t come out to claim the salvage for 
a long, long time? It stays stored in that safe 
place. Then, after a year, an auction was held, 


and the proceeds given (with the reduction of 


appropriate costs) to the County Treasurer in 
which the wreck takes place. 

What if the cargo is bananas, or fish or other - 
perishables? It all comes down to whether 
or not the receiver of the goods can get out 
to the wreck in a timely fashion. If not, the 
wreckmaster can take the cargo somewhere 
and sell it, then settle up with the late arrival.. 

Like I said, this is one thankless job. Life in 
the Hamptons back then was pretty much the 
same day to day. You'd go out fishing in the bay 
or out in the ocean. You’d plant crops in the 
spring and harvest them in the fall. You’d buy 
feed and hard goods at the store. You’d go to 
church on Sundays with your family. 

And then there would be a_ shipwreck! 
Jeannette Rattray, a local woman who wrote 
for The East Hampton Star for over 50 years,

Town Fangs 


From Uber to Cyril’s to Beach Fires to Housing, New Rules

ne of the first things that happened when 
Larry Cantwell took over as East Hampton 
Town Supervisor was his’ battle with Uber. 
It was not pretty. The town had taxi license 
laws. And they had to be followed. Also, in 
East Hampton, the taxi law says taxi drivers 
have to be fingerprinted, photographed and 
have to have local offices in the town. Uber 
said they were not a taxi company, they were a 
“facilitator” company, so they didn’t need taxi 
company licenses. 

The scuffles began. One Uber driver was 
issued a summons for appearing to police 
to be driving while intoxicated. Another was 
reportedly. asleep in his car. Uber higher- 
Wee tame to try: to sort ‘it out. 
In the end, Uber’ withdrew from 
serving the town of East Hampton. They 


could drop people off here. But they couldn’t 
pick anybody up until they got out of town 
going west, after Wainscott. 
Along with the Uber battle, the town got 
serious about dealing with Cyril’s bar on the 
Napeague Stretch. It’s been there for nearly 
20 years and it gets more and more popular. 
The Town considers the property a pre- 
existing non-conforming use property, so 
it can’t grow, but it has. The battle’s been 
simmering for years. : 
The Town had filed charges over the years 
against the operators of Cyril’s Fish House 
and owners of the Cyril’s property. Recently, 
there were reports that the owners of the 
property and the Town agreed to cut back on 
the seating to just 62 seats and make additional 
adjustments regarding occupancy, service and 
the structure itself, and that the landlords had 
avoided a trial by entering into a Stipulation

of Settlement with the Town and would pay a 
$60,000 fine. 

As for Cyril himself, who was not named in 
criminal charges, he followed up in court to fight 
the code violations filed against his company, 
and lost. Although he _ is~ appealing, 
it was announced on the 
Cyril’s Facebook page this week that the 
popular restaurant will not reopen. That’s a 
town with fangs. 

The parade of rough and tumble continued 
over the winter. Protesters picketed against 
the Army Corps of Engineers beach project 
in downtown Montauk. But the Town 
stood firm, and the project was finished in 
April, on schedule. 

‘Local residents in Montauk formed a 
group called United Montauk to rein in bad 
behavior—people defacing property, getting 
drunk, publicly urinating, (Cont’d on next page) 
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sleeping in cars and on the beach. It was 
beginning to look too much like the Jersey Shore 
to suit many people. A lot of homes in Montauk 
and elsewhere are renting out as share houses, 
with the entrepreneurs or owners packing them 
full of partygoers who couldn’t care what town 
they are in so long as there is loud music, stuff 
to drink and plenty of people to party with. (It 
was a sobering experience for me to learn that 
my parents’ dream house, built years ago, high 
on a hill in Montauk overlooking the sunset, was 
one of the share houses last year.) 

In part because of this, the town responded 
by passing a new law creating an East Hampton 
Town rental registry. If you want to rent rooms 
out in your house to visitors, you have to 
register the property, and list, among other 


information, the number of bedrooms, the 
number of beds and the names of the people 
paying you money to stay over. There are also 
other restrictions. Yet, more than 1,000 people 
have so far registered. And if you don’t register, 
you can be fined if you rent your house.

But it was not against. people 
making group houses, people with overflow 
B&Bs, people with lots of alcohol, music and 
other stuff. 

Its target was some local people of foreign 
extraction living in Springs. 

The raid occurred at 105 Springs Fireplace 
Road in East Hampton. Found living in this 
small house were nine adults, year-around 
residents paying rent to a landlord not present. 
There were also four children, some students at 
the Springs School. The police said there were 
too many cars out front, too many people in the 
house, code violations and issues with property 
maintenance. 

Between the town police and code 
enforcement departments there were a total 
of 39 appearance tickets given out to tenants 
Carmen Rocio Yamba Tenezaca, 30; Jaimo 
Uzhca Namina, 31; Wilson Guillca-Satian, 30; 
Melida Yamba Tenezaca, 33; Jose Donaire, 40; 
Angel Uzhca, 32; Angel Maza-Namina, 32; Rafeal 
Felix Llauri, 23; and Moncayo Arnulfo Rivera, 27. ~ 
The charges included 1 count of overcrowding, 
1 count of partial occupancy, 5 counts of no or 
inoperable smoke alarm, 2 counts of no carbon 
monoxide detector, 3 counts of change of use 
or type of occupancy, 3 counts of no building 
permit, 3 counts of no certificate of occupancy, 
5 counts of no egress (blocked egress window 
or door), 8 counts of non-compliant egress 
opening, 1 count of multi-family occupancy, 
1 count of property maintenance—litter/debris, 
1 count of excessive vehicles in a rental, 1 count 
of a rear deck in disrepair, 2 counts of exposed 
wiring, 1 count of improper use of extension 
cords in lieu of wiring and 1 count of no Rental 
Registry number. In addition, the owner of. the 
property, Leslie Cooper Life Estate, also was 
to be charged with the same 39 counts. The 
police also arrested two males at the scene on 
other charges.

There are probably dozens or even hundreds 
of small houses in the Village of Springs alone 
that are overcrowded with year-round workers 
like this.

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NINE MORE EARTHS 

he people running the Kepler space 

telescope announced last Tuesday that, as 
a result of looking still further into space, they 
have found nine more planets in the universe 
that could support life as we know it. They 
circle a sun that gives off heat but is not too hot 
nor too cold, they have mountains and valleys, 
they are about our size, and they have the 
conditions on them necessary for air and water. 

This increases the number of possibly 
habitable planets in the universe to 21. And of 
course, with more powerful telescopes still to 
come, this number will continue to rise. 

“This gives us hope that somewhere out 
there, around a star much like ours, we can 
eventually discover another Earth,” said NASA 
Chief Scientist Ellen Stofan. 

] well remember when scientists first told 
us there might be another planet like ours out 
there. It electrified the nation. Here we were, 
all alone, hurtling around through the dark, 
cold and lonely vacuum of the universe. There 
were quadrillions of stars. Wouldn’t it be great 
if there were a planet out there like ours? We 
could send messages back and forth, shout out 
hellos and hi neighbor, talk to them about the 
meaning of life, the tools they used, the things

they ate, the art and poetry they had drawn and 
written, and what strategies they had come up 
with to cope with the same loneliness that all us 
creatures—thinking creatures who are aware of 
their existence—have to suffer with. | 

We did two things about this back then. We 
put up a telescope and a radio broadcasting 
station atop the tallest mountain in Puerto 
Rico to broadcast a greeting of beeps to those 


' “out there” that could be responded to. And 


we fashioned a smal] metal medallion that had 
the famous drawing of daVinci’s male nude 
with his arms and legs outstretched to define 
a circle—yup, that was us—and we fired this 
metal medallion and lots of others exactly like it 
on small rockets (that’s all we had at the time) 
to nowhere in particular, just out there. 

Nothing came of those efforts. But now there 
is THIS. Our current problem is going to be who 
we decide to “Friend” on Facebook. We don’t 
want to leave anybody special out. But then we 
don’t want any bad people messing things up. 
You know how it is. 


NOISY BLACK HOLES 
Last fall, scientists announced that they 
have discovered what noise black holes 
might give off in the universe when they suck 
everything up. 
The announcement was made last October in 


the journal Space Advances by a team led by Dr. 
Simone Scaringi, a Humboldt research fellow 
at the Max Planck Institute for Extraterrestrial 
Physics in Germany. 

They didn’t exactly hear the sound. But 
they noticed the visual patterns sent out from 
what is known as the “accretion disk,” where 
everything outside the black hole is swirling 
around, getting closer and closer as it waits 
to get sucked in and crushed to nothingness. 
Sounds can be transcribed when they make 
visual patterns like that. And so, Dr. Scaringi 
and the team translated the patterns of light 


- into patterns of sound and then raised it all up 


several octaves so humans could hear it, since 
there is no actual sound in space, since space 
is a vacuum. 

Perfectly understandable. Something this 
large, capable of swirling away at this scale 
with hundreds and billions of galaxies and 
universes at a time getting sucked in and down 
to be vaporized you’d expect to be growling 
real, real low. 

There’s a site you can go to hear the sound 
of a black hole and | publish it here—space. 
com/30802-black-holes-accretion-disks-sounds. 
I’ve listened to it. It sounds like some static you 
might hear on a bad telephone connection. 

I’ve looked into this further and done my own 
research, though. After (Cont'd on next page) 
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developing additional software and fashioning 
a special tube with a rubber end | could stick 
in one ear and out the other, I have been able 
to hear the sound exactly without having to 
modify it. I thank Dr. Scaringi for bringing this 
to my attention, but he’s got it wrong.

unit in a kitchen sink. It’s unmistakable. And it’s 
very, very loud. And I can tell you it will scare 
the heck out of you if I publish the link here, so 
I’m not going to do it. 


STAYING FAT 

Some scientists have been doing a study on 
the people who’ve lost the most weight on 
The Biggest Loser TV show. Turns out that, 
according to the study, 14 people who were 
on the show six years ago and went from an 
average of 328 pounds down to 200, smiled at 
the applause and held their heads high, went 
home and, during the years that followed, put 
nearly all the weight they lost back on. 

The study, done by Dr. Kevin Hall at the 
National Institute of Diabetes, Digestive and 
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Kidney Diseases, is so startling, especially 
when you consider how hard these contestants 
worked to get the pounds off, that it’s resulted 
in an even closer look at why this is happening. 

Turns out it’s about a changing metabolic 
rate. You probably thought when you sit 
perfectly still you are not burning calories. 
Turns out your heart consumes calories when it 
beats, your lungs take in air and blow it out, you 
salivate, your blood flows, your organs twitch 
and so forth and so on—I don’t want to get too 
personal here. Suffice it to say that this “at rest” 
calorie consumption is higher if you are fat 
and lower if thin, but measureable with 
everybody, some more and some less and, 
with everybody, different. 

What the scientists did was, at the start of 
The Biggest Loser contests, measure the calorie 
consumption of each contestant at rest. As 
the weeks went by and they ate less to lose 
weight, their body reacted by slowing down its 
calorie consumption. It was a survival decision. 
There’s less food coming in. There’s fat to burn 
off, so let’s not burn it in any great hurry. 

Now the contest ends—applause, interviews, 
cheers—and these formerly fat people go home, 
and, naturally, they back off their tight diet that 
won the contest and begin to eat a bit more. 

You would think that if these formerly fat 
people now gained a bit of weight back, their 
metabolic rate would begin to rise to back 
where it was before. But it doesn’t. It never 
went back up. 

It’s as if your body is saying we had these 
hard times with calorie intake once before. 
Now we’re gonna be prepared in case it might 
happen again. It’s measureable. And so now 
these former contestants are consuming more, 
but their body engines are not burning it off the 
way they used to. And the food turns to fat. And 
a new, ever-worsening cycle begins. 


The scientists don’t know 
exactly why the burning of 
calories does not go 

back up. 


They eat, they gain weight, they try not 
to eat but their body is not working the way 


_ it used to. It turns still more of what you eat 


into fat, you remain hungry and up it 
goes. Formerly overweight people, now 
overweight again, get philosophical about 
it. Back up to nearly 400, something clicks 
and they level off there. Well, that’s that, 
they Say. P 

The scientists don’t know exactly why 
the burning of the calories does not go back 
up or what people might be able to do 
about it. 

Here’s another way to think of it. You 
are sitting in a parking lot with your 
motor running, waiting for someone who 
ran into a store to come back out so you can 
then leave. Well, now imagine that the idle 
needs to be adjusted. It’s too high or it’s too 
low. Gasoline consumption suffers. It’s a pretty 
easy fix. 

After a weight loss trauma, humans need to 
go into a service station and have their idles 
adjusted. That’s the answer. &&

This week’s cover captures 
the full spectrum of color 
found in our East End 
landscape. No stranger to 
Dan’s Papers covers, Keith 
Mantell continues to evolve 
his artistic practice. “Shard 
of Light” (2016, oil on 
linen) exemplifies Mantell’s 
- fluid ability to seamlessly 

transition between gently 
abstracted landscapes and figurative works. 
From his home on the North Fork, Mantell gives 
us insight into the vision behind his paintings. 


What’s your painting process like? 
Usually I like to paint en plein air, so I'll 
_ drive around and look for spots—sometimes | 
drive around and find something I think looks 
good and then the next day, come back and 
decide that it’s not so great. Sometimes when I 
have my camera I'll shoot something and then 
decide to come back to it. This [photograph], 
in particular, is a field somewhere in Southold. 
That day I wasn’t painting on site, so I came 
home and three months later came across 
it. I look for sections of the photograph that 
work and then crop it to create what I want to 

work with. 

I’m teaching aclass at the East End Arts Council 
in June and it’s about process and inspiration. 


I’m going to be teaching my way of doing it. If 


you're a painter, you can incorporate some of 
the ideas into your own work. Sometimes, when 
I go out and paint, the view isn’t really great, so 
it’s almost like Photoshopping in your head. | 
thread images in my head together and work 
on the painting that way. It’s about looking and 
then remembering what the sensation or value 
was, in your head, that day. In the end, the 
painting has to work, it’s not just a matter of 
replicating what you see in front of you. 

The execution matters, too, so you have to 
know what you’re doing. I always tell people to 
keep looking at art, from both living and dead 
artists—all kinds—decorative, abstract. You 
have to see how they do things, then you begin 
to pickup little tidbits. 


The clouds in the cover image are so lifelike 
and yet not traditional in the sense of 
how you usually see clouds in paintings—how 
did you do these? 


Clouds are really hard to do. But you can 


paint anything as long as you understand where 
it is in space. A cloud is a form, but somehow 
it loses its form, so I take the edge of the cloud 
and play with that. The clouds in this painting 
I played around with a lot to get them to do 
something, to not be a dead element. You’re 
trying to get the painting to have a feeling—a 
certain day and a certain time. Slick, juicy, not 
heavy, not loaded...1 want the paint to work, 
teeter on reality and abstract. 


Is “Shard of Light” typical of your style? 

I like the figure—I love doing that. My style is 
my language. | think everybody has their own. 
Everything I’ve ever looked at is filtered through 
me, and in painting it’s the same thing—style 
changes, it grows, it’s always evolving. You

about each and every shipwreck she could 
document containing chapters about every 
shipwreck on the eastern end of Long Island 
she could research. The book is called Ship 
Ashore!, and it covers the time period from 
the first settlers until the day she wrote it. 
She describes the scenes down on the beach. 
From the local people’s perspective, what they 
got was fantastic, exotic and remarkable. And 
there’s an old law of the sea stating that 
everything that washes up is yours. At least 
until the authorities arrive. 

They would find a ship wrecked at the beach, 
the bells in the church towers would be rung, 
the people told to come down to the shore, the 
children in the schools let out. The wreckmaster, 
assisted by sheriffs, coroners, rescue workers 


and medical people, would arrive. According 


to the law, they were supposed to keep away 
those not meant to be there. Eventually, the 
people from the city with an interest in the ship 
would arrive. 


Here are just a few of the shipwrecks that 


occurred on the East End during one 10-year 
period—1842 to 1851. As you see, this was a 
big deal. 


In April of 1842, the French square-rigger 
Louis Philippe came ashore in Mecox.

In December 1846, the. brig Rolla, out of 
Salem, MA, and bound for South Africa came 
ashore in a storm, all its masts broken, at Canoe 
Place in Shinnecock. The crew was saved, the 
vessel and cargo were a total loss. . 


In March 1847, a vessel without a name came 
up on the rocks at Montauk on the North side. 
Six lives lost. 


In 1847, the ship Ashland, with several 
hundred on board, came ashorein Southampton.

In November 1848, ae cargo ship Ketchabonac 
foundered in Westhampton with a cargo of flour 
and corn. 


On March 3, 1849, a ship broke up at Montauk, 
its name never known, and six bodies. washed 


ashore. They were buried at Amagansett, 


In June of 1841, the bark Henry, out of Landen. 
shipwrecked at Mecox. All on board, 104 people, 
were saved. The cargo, chalk and lin i 
was a total loss. 


And then on August 25, 1851, me Catherine, 
out of Liverpool, came ashore at Amagansett. - 
Onboard were 300 men, women and children 
from Dublin, Ireland, bound for New York City 
and the immigration authorities there. All were 
rescued along with almost all of their luggage. 
They were taken to Sag Harbor, where another 
ship took them on to the city. The Catherine | 
also had a cargo of iron, salt and soap. 


Here are some other well known wrecks in 
these parts. 


In the early morning of February 19, 1858, the 
clipper ship John Milton wrecked in a blinding 
snowstorm, coming ashore on the beach where 
downtown Montauk is today. It wasn’t until 
later that day that an old man, walking along the 
beach, came upon the wreckage of the bow with 
the ship’s bell clanging still on it. The rest of the 
ship was destroyed and the lives of all the crew 
washed up frozen that day and the next, 22 in all. 
A mass funeral service was held in the old white 
church across from where Clinton Academy 
is today, with the frozen bodies covered with 
linen stretched out by the pond. All were buried — 
in the the graveyard there. Later the main mast 
of the ship washed up, and it is today the huge 
flagpole by the town pond. The cause of the 
wreck was a newly constructed lighthouse 
in Shinnecock. It had just gone into service, 
and the captain of the John Milton, in a storm, 
mistook it for the Montauk Light. He gave it a 
wide berth, but not wide enough, as he tried to 
negotiate through the storm around Montauk 
Point to the safety of Long Island Sound.

HOME STAGING || BEHIND THE HEDGES 


No one wants to live in your home,” says Allegra Dioguardi. “They 
want their own space.” 

Yes, as much as you may love the environs you’ve created, as sure 
as you are that every bit of décor in your home is perfect in every 
way, the fact remains that interior design may actually get in the 
way of getting your home off the market. Or, says Dioguardi, noted home 
stager, interior designer and president of Styled and Sold, it can give 
a positive boost to efforts to sell. It all depends upon how you 
approach things. 

Home staging has increasingly become a powerful factor in the world of 
real estate, whether one is trying to sell or rent a property. Having designed 
and staged countless homes in the Hamptons and other high-end markets, 
Dioguardi knows why certain properties sell quickly or rent immediately for 
the entire season—and for top dollar—while similar properties in the same 
price range and geographical area languish on the market, causing many 
homeowners to accept low-ball offers out of desperation. 

There’s a genuine philosophy behind making a property beautiful-and 
moveable—inside as well as out. “Home staging is not all about smoke 
and mirrors,” she says. “It’s about good design. It’s about accenting the 
positive aspects of a house and downplaying the negative. It’s showing a 
house in the best possible light and designed in the best possible way for 
people to live in.” 

Over the years, home staging has evolved into an art form, particularly 
here on the East End. And it’s not as simple as a homeowner or even a 
broker having a “good eye” for where to place an ottoman or how to hang 
a painting. “Presentation has always been important. My mother was a real 
estate broker, and as a teen | helped her ‘stage’ her listings 45 years ago. 
Since then, staging has become much more sophisticated and it’s now 
recognized and accepted as an effective way to showcase a home. More 
and more buyers are expecting to see professionally staged homes, and 
because it’s become a standard, it's become more important. 

“The bar is constantly being raised in the industry,” she continues. “The 
successful stagers who had hung up a shingle 10 years ago because they 
thought it would be ‘fun’ to be a stager have honed their craft, divined 
the psychology behind merchandising a home for sale, expanded their 
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resources and become genuine professionals.” 

Just as the Hamptons real estate market is unique, so is staging here 
compared with other areas of the country. It isn’t just about design 
trends, which here in the Hamptons right now, Dioguardi says, means 
“contemporary—people are looking to uncomplicated their lives and want a 
clean, serene look.” It can often become about peoples’ connections with 
the actual design objects that stagers select. 

“On a national level, most stagers lease their staging merchandise. 
Because many of the homes on the East End are not primary residences, 
| find that about 85% of the time the buyers want to purchase the staging 
merchandise. We also have such a variety of styles and sizes of homes, 
from oceanfront contemporaries to historic cottages in the villages. 

“These factors make leasing staging merchandise problematic,” she 
adds. “I can’t imagine having enough inventory to cover all of the bases out 
here and being able to maintain enough inventory in stock. My company 
has a unique solution. We sell the staging merchandise to our clients, 
passing along our trade discounts. If the buyer doesn’t want to purchase 
the staging merchandise, we can hold a professional tag sale to recoup 
a portion of the staging investment. This permits us to individually select 
the appropriate merchandise for each property. In the long run, it’s more 
cost effective.” 

Staging can be successfully applied to both a new construction and 
an occupied home, but the approach an expert will take is different in 
each situation. “Staging a new construction home is like starting out 
with a blank canvas. Similar to a model home, we completely furnish and 
accessorize the house targeting the correct demographic,” Dioguardi 
says. “Typically, staging an owner-occupied home is almost the reverse 
and will involve editing, de-cluttering, maintenance—painting, upgrading 
lighting, refinishing floors etcetera—and depersonalizing. Owner-occupied 
home staging is a very affordable and effective tool that is underutilized 
in our area.” 

The unique aspects of staging each individual property notwithstanding, 
there’s one constant for this market, Dioguardi admits. “So much of 
staging is about selling lifestyle. The lifestyle | target in the Hamptons is 
casual, beach, vacation.” And that’s something everyone wants.

uyer’s Agent. Seller's Agent. Direct Deal. Such terms may 

sound familiar, but do you really know what they mean? That 

knowledge is essential for all sides in real estate dealings, 
particularly in understanding commissions. 

A Buyer's Agent refers to the issue of representation, not commissions, 
and there’s a distinction between the triggers for earning a commission 
and providing representation within the real estate brokerage industry. 
In fact, commission and representation are independent variables in real 
estate brokerage. While it’s true that a broker can both represent a party 
and earn a commission from such party's involvement in a given deal, a 
broker can also not represent a party and nonetheless earn a commission 
from such party's involvement in a deal. 

When it comes to earning a commission, there are only two types of 
brokers in the State of New York: the Listing Agent and the Selling Agent 
(aka the Procuring Agent). What's the difference? 

The Listing Agent receives commission based upon such agent 
obtaining authority from the seller/landlord to offer the property to the 
public, and such commission is earned when such property is sold/ 
rented (Technically such commission is earned before the transaction’s 
closing at the point when The Listing Agent procures [directly or through 
another broker] a buyer/tenant who joins the seller/landlord on a meeting 
of the minds on substantially all of the essential terms of a transaction, 
unless the trigger is modified by the parties in a brokerage agreement.); 
The Selling Agent receives commission based upon finding a buyer/ 
tenant for the listed property and such commission is earned when such 
property is sold/rented (Technically, such commission is earned before 
the transaction’s closing at the point when the Selling Agent procures a 
buyer/tenant who joins the seller/landlord on a meeting of the minds on 
substantially all of the essential terms of a transaction, unless the trigger 
is modified by the parties in a brokerage agreement.) 

However, nothing about a broker serving as the Listing Agent or the 
Selling Agent indicates if such broker is representing the interests of the 
seller/landlord, the buyer/tenant, or both sides of the transaction. In fact, 
the Department of State explains, on its website, that “[t]he commission 
or compensation of a real estate broker is not regulated by statute or 
regulation.” On the other hand, representation is regulated by statute and 
regulation (Real Property Law §443 and 19 NYCRR 175.7). 


Specifically, the statute sets forth seven agency terms of art that detail 
the types of representation that are available by Real Estate Brokers in a 
real estate transaction. Representation is generally determined at the Real 
Estate Brokerage Firm level, not the individual Real Estate Salesperson 
level, as the Agency Disclosure Form states “a licensed real estate broker 
acting in the interest of,” not a licensed Real Estate Salesperson acting in 
the interest of. Okay, the seven terms are: 

(1) Seller's Agent; (2) Landlords’ Agent; (3) Buyer's Agent; (4) Tenant’s 
Agent; (5) Broker's Agent; (6) Dual Agent; and (7) Dual Agent with 
Designated Sales Agent. The first four of these are defined in plain English 
as follows: 

* Seller’s Agent: 100% looking out for and negotiating on behalf of the 
seller's interests while directly reporting back to and being accountable 
to such seller. 

* Landlord's Agent: 100% looking out for and negotiating on behalf 
of the landlord’s interests while directly reporting back to and being 
accountable to such landlord. 

* Buyer's Agent: 100% looking out for and negotiating on behalf of the 
buyer's interests while directly reporting back to and being accountable 
to such buyer. 

* Tenant’s Agent: 100% looking out for and negotiating on behalf of the 
tenant's interests while directly reporting back to and being accountable 
to such tenant. 


To understand the last three agency terms of art, three additional 
foundational terms of art are first required to be defined: (1) Direct Deal; 
(2) In-House Deal; and (3) Co-Brokered Deal. Again, in plain English: 


¢ Direct Deal: An individual Real Estate Salesperson is both the Listing 
Agent and the Selling Agent on the same transaction. Such agent is also 
possibly called a Licensed Associate Real Estate Broker as Real Estate 
Brokerage Firms are composed of agents that either hold a license as an 
Associate Real Estate Broker or Real Estate Salesperson. 

* In-House Deal: Two Real Estate Salespersons at the same Real Estate 
Brokerage firm are collaborating on a deal where one agent is serving 
as the Listing Agent and the other is serving as the Selling Agent on the 


same transaction. (Continued on page 26)

¢ Co-Brokered Deal: Two Real Estate Brokerage 
firms are collaborating on a deal where a firm (by and through a Real 
Estate Salesperson whose license is associated with such firm) is serving 
as the Listing Agent and the other firm (by and through a Real Estate 
Salesperson whose license is associated with such firm) is serving as the 
Selling Agent. 

Now that these three foundational terms of art have been defined, the 
last three agency terms of art are defined as follows: 

* Broker's Agent: A Selling Agent on a co-brokered deal who indirectly 
negotiates on behalf of the seller/landlord, but reports back to and is 
accountable to The Listing Agent, not the seller/landlord. The reason that 
such agent cannot be a Seller's Agent/Landlord’s Agent is because a 
regulation, 19 NYCRR 175.8, prevents the Selling Agent on a co-brokered 
deal from directly negotiating with the seller/landlord. As a result, the 
regulation prevents the Selling Agent from effectuating four of six of a 
Seller’s Agent’s/Landlord’s Agent’s requisite fiduciary duties, to wit: (1) 
Confidentiality; (2) Obedience; (3) Accountability; and (4) Full Disclosure. 
Each of those four fiduciary duties requires direct contact between agent 
and principal in order to effectuate. 

* Dual Agent: A Direct Deal where the seller/landlord and buyer/tenant 
both knowingly waive a conflict of interest permitting the Real Estate 
Salesperson to have compromised loyalties in neither negotiating on 
behalf of either party to the transaction. 

* Dual Agent with Designated Sales Agent: An In-House Deal where the 
seller/landlord and buyer/tenant both knowingly waive a conflict of interest 
permitting the Real Estate Brokerage Firm to have compromised loyalties 
and negotiate against itself, where an individual Real Estate Salesperson 
at such Real Estate Brokerage Firm will be selected by the seller/landlord 


and a different individual Real Estate Salesperson will be selected by the 
buyer/tenant to each serve, respectively, as the Listing Agent and the 
Selling Agent while negotiating 100% on behalf of the transacting party 
who selected such Real Estate Salesperson. 

With knowledge of all these terms of art, what’s lost on the average 
consumer is that most real estate listing agreements that provide for a 
discount do so based on the dispositive factor of whether there’s a Direct 
Deal, because the same Real Estate Salesperson is then getting both 
sides of the commission and is therefore willing to give a discount. To 
illustrate, some listings call for a 6% commission to be split between the 
Listing Agent and the Selling Agent, but only call for a 4.5% commission 
if the Listing Agent is also the Selling Agent, under a Direct Deal. 

So, buyers/tenants should not avoid Buyer’s Agents/Tenant’s Agents 
to avoid paying commissions. Instead, buyers/tenants who are seeking to 
save commission should seek out to deal directly with the Listing Agent 
on a Direct Deal. This benefits the buyer/tenant because when the seller/ 
landlord is paying less commission to the Listing Agent, the seller/landlord 
can charge less money for the house while nonetheless netting the same 
sum in the deal. 

Buyers/tenants seeking to save commission can either engage with a 
Real Estate Salesperson on a Direct Deal as an unrepresented buyer/ 
tenant working with a Seller’s Agent / Landlord’s Agent or, alternatively, if 
both the seller/landlord and buyer/tenant waive the conflict of interest, the 
agent can act as a Dual Agent and represent all parties to the transaction 
in more of a mediator role with compromised fiduciary duties to both sides.

Men-o-War warships began to take shape in 
Long Island Sound. The French were helping 
the Americans, the British were trying to put 
down the revolution. A huge storm came up 
and the battle never happened, but in the 
storm several of the warships were dismasted 
and one of them, the 74-gun British Man-o- 
War Culloden, floated onto a bar at Shagwong 
Point on the north shore of Montauk. The crew 
was able to get her off, but she beached again 
further west and is today an underwater wreck 
at what is now known as Culloden Shores. The 
sailors onboard waded to shore and made an 
encampment nearby that night, and then the 
next day returned and set everything above the 
waterline on fire. They didn’t want the French 
to get any of it. 


Another famous, actually infamous, wreck 
took place at Mecox during a terrible winter 
blizzard on December 11, 1876. Coming ashore 
onto the rocks there was the ironclad schooner 
Circassian, carrying a cargo of furniture and 
fabrics. The 16-man crew was taken off safely as 
the storm subsided, but then the wreckmaster 
arrived, and after that an agent from the import 
firm in New York City, who wanted to try to 
remove the cargo by hiring a dozen Shinnecock 
Indians to bring it in. The Shinnecocks were 
rowed out to the ship, proceeded to load the 
cargo into small boats, and then waited there 
for the next small boat. 

In the middle of this operation, a new storm, 
an ice storm, boiled up, and the agent, rather 
than have the Shinnecocks brought in to 
protect their lives, left them out there to make 
“one more load” of cargo into a promised last 
rowboat. The storm worsened, no new rowboat 
appeared and the Shinnecock men froze to 
death out on the wreck, one of the worst 
and most grotesque and completely avoidable 
disasters ever to befall that tribe. 


The George Appold came up on the rocks just 
past midnight on January 9, 1889, a mile-and- 
a-half west of Montauk Point. It appeared that 
it might get off the next day but then a storm 
came up and wedged it in further. It broke 
up and its cargo of New England rum, shoes, 
boots, stockings, hats, underwear and bolts of 
calico floated ashore to be eagerly gone over 
by the local populace before the wreckmaster 
could get there. 


The Elsie Fay wrecked at Ditch Plains Station 
on February 17,1893. The crew of seven was 
rescued. The entire cargo of coconuts floated 
in to shore and was feasted upon for months by 
the local populace. No sign of the wreckmaster. 


And then there was the time in 1923 when 
the Madonna V shipwrecked at Montauk loaded 
down with some of the finest bootleg rumrunner 
Scotch made in, well, Scotland. And wasn’t that 
one fine day. 


I don’t know when the job of wreckmaster 
went by the wayside. I suppose when reliable 
gasoline engines made crossings safer in the 
early 20th century, the state just voted this job 
title out of existence. 

But that does not mean it couldn’ t be made 
a job again. 

‘Who knows? 
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A Universal Account of Pain: ‘ey eae Nice

Alby is not nice. In the short 
story, “American Ninja 2,” 
he riffs on his recently- 
deceased grandmother’s 
dentures: “They were 
yellowed and ugly and 
shifted in her mouth and | 
wondered why the dentist 
didn’t make them pretty and 
white. Realism, I guessed, 
the truthful treatment of 
material. Here’s some more: V.C. Andrews 
romance novels are popular, the dentist hurts, 
-Qtips get yellow. The dog waddled by and | 
imagined cutting it in half with a sword.” 

“American Ninja 2” is one in a series of 
20 linked stories set on Long Island that make 
up author Matt Sumell’s debut book of fiction, 
Making Nice (Picador). Alby is the anti-hero, 
angry and prone to randomly inflicting verbal 
and physical harm on others—family members, 
friends, total strangers. Sumell’s achievement is 
‘that, despite all the bad, Alby is a sympathetic 
and relatable character. Later in the same 
story he says of the family dog, Sparkles, “Her 
vulnerability made something in me ache to 
hurt her.” Honest and raw, it’s the blunt-force 
trauma of Alby’s observations that reveal him 
coping with grief in the best ways he knows 
how, even if they’re ultimately destructive. 

Alby’s mother dies from cancer when he’s 
still in his teens. It was she who wanted 
him, her oldest of three, to “make nice,” 
and he manages on occasion to do so— 
befriending an injured bird, slugs, dogs, and even 
humans, now and then. Still, even the kindest 
gestures are couched in masculine bluster. Once 
the bird is healed, Alby’s determined to train 
him until he dies or becomes “a goddamned 
falcon that flies around the neighborhood 
all day eating raccoons and dogs and little 
toddlers before he flies pare to my forearm 
and takes shits.” 


“tT don’t have the words for the 
wild vagueness of the pain 
| felt,” says Alby about his 
mother’s death. 


A line from the first story, “Punching Jackie,” 
about a sudden hostility toward Alby’s sister, 
sums up the main theme of the collection: 
“[ There] is a certain clarity in violence.” There’s 
also a certain cathartic grace. Alby can want “to 
open every jar for every lady. Helping. I felt like 
helping. | felt like I could help.” He can exhibit 
compassion, tenderness—as he does to his 
dying grandmother in a hospital, though he also 
wonders what it would be like to bang the nurse. 
He drinks, has sex, smokes marijuana, fights. 
It’s all the same to him, but, of course, it isn’t. 
Although Sumell acknowledges that some parts 
of Alby come from his own life, verisimilitude 
cannot account for the fine frenzy of Sumell’s 
style—the simple diction and repetition of key 
words and phrases that inform Alby’s thoughts, 
as if he were working himself up (or down) 


verbally as a prelude to action. 
Sumell, who grew up in Oakdale, 
knows his way around low- and 
middle-income western Suffolk 
County. A graduate of UC Irvine’s 
MFA program, he says he worked 
on shaping Alby for 10 years. 
Some of the stories in Making Nice 
first saw light in, among other 
places, Esquire and The Paris 
Review, but there’s no way one 
story can do what the collection 
does: sustain a narrative that 
turns one man’s alienation into 
a universal account of pain and 
yearning. “I don’t have the words

for the wild vagueness of the 
pain I felt,” says Alby about his 
mother’s death. He then wonders 
if numbers could approximate it, 
“if there’s some equation, some 
formula that could calculate 
the force by which my mother’s 
death impacted me...maybe 
an algorithm could better 
explain how her suffering and 
dying divided time into before 


and after...” But then defensive, 
ferocious anger takes over, 
and he’s off again, cursing, 
striking out and joking his

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asked their son if he wanted to play ball. The 
boy enthusiastically said yes and ran upstairs, 
presumably to don warmer clothes.

The 
son came downstairs and waited by the video- 
game-thing with a cartridge for, presumably, a 
baseball video game. A long, silent exchange 
took place as father and son realized they were 
both in the pond, just in different boats. My 
friend and I laughed. 

But it was really kind of sad. 

Nowadays, people who are in the same 
house call each other. Whatever happened to 
good, old-fashioned yelling? Yelling was fun, 
expressive and advantageous.

Mw ario. Cantone is known for his hilarious 
character work on shows like Sex and the 
City, as well as his popular standup routine. But New 
York theatergoers will also recognize Cantone from 
his powerful theatrical performances. This Memorial 
Day weekend, Cantone is coming to the Bay Street 
Theater and Sag Harbor Center for the Arts to 
perform How Long Has This Been Going On? featuring 
the music of George Gershwin, Cole Porter, Harold 
Arlen, Roger Miller and others. Joining Cantone 
onstage is Jerry Dixon, Cantone’s husband and 
longtime creative partner. 

Originally commissioned by Lincoln Center, the 
show features the couple singing songs from the 
American Songbook. “We work together a lot,” 
Cantone says of Dixon. “He writes all my original 
music, but this is the first time we’re performing 
together onstage. [Bay Street] will be the first time 
we're doing the show again. It’s very loose; we just 
kind of put it together. There’s some funny patter 
between us, we sing. I’m glad we’re doing it again!” 

Dixon is a theater veteran, having performed in 
the original casts of shows including Once on This 
Island; Five Guys Named Moe; Bright Lights, Big City; 
tick, tick...Boom! and If/Then. Dixon has also directed 
productions of Barnstormer, Take-Me America and 
Great Wall, Gun and Powder, among others. 

Cantone has had a remarkable stage career filled 
with notable roles. His credits include Assassins, 
The Tempest, The Violet Hour, The Crumple Zone, 


Love! Valor! Compassion! and Laugh Whore, a Tony- 
nominated one-man show he created with Dixon. 
Cantone has also appeared on Comedy Central in 
USO Comedy Tour, Chappelle’s Show and Comedy 
Central Presents Mario Cantone.
